‘Add. Billion as 
U.S. Revenue. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—([Spe- 
clal.]—A movement asking congress to 
shift burdensome taxes from the peo- 
ple to nonaleoholic beer has been 
started throughout the country. Con- 
gress is urged to have the revenue 
bill provide for the manufacture anc 
sale of beer containing 2.75 per cent 
alcohol and in that.way raise from 
$1,000,000,000 to $1,250,000,000 in taxes, 
and the proposition is being sertously 
considered. 

A serious effort has been made to 
get prohibitionists to agree to a tax of. 
$10 per barrel on “nonintoxicating 
cereal beverages containing not more 
than 2% per cent of alcohol by weight.” 

Would Not Violate Amendment. - 

The suggested legislation, it is ar- 
gued, would not violate the spirit of 
the éighteenth amendment, but in 
effect, amend the Volstead act by kill- 
ing the provision prohibiting the manu- 
facture of beer with an alcoholic con- 
tent in excess of one-half of 1 per cent. 
A bill, or an amendment to that 
effect, will be introduced in the house 
to be considered when the .regular 
revenue bill is taken up.

Here’s Small’s Statement. 

“So that my traducers shall not be 
permitted through their newspaper 
mouthpieces,” the statement reads, “ to 
misrepresent my course in the 
performance of my duties as governor, 
I shall not resume my good roads pro- 
gram until Friday next week. I expect 
to finish my state business here (Chi- 
cago) on Saturday, and-shall’ be in 
Springfield on Tuesday morning.” 

The governor came to the city from 
Kankakee, his home, where he has

10,337 VICTIMS OF 
WHITE PLAGUE IN 
U.S. HOSPITALS 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 6.—[Special.] 
During June, 1921, there were 10,337 
tuberculosis patients in the hospitais 
maintained by the bureau of war risk 
insurance, according to an announce- 
ment made today by the director of the 
bureau, Col. Charles R. Forbes. 

In addition to the tubercular cases 
there were 7,499 neuro-psychiatric and 
8,401 general patients in these hospi- 
tals. Based upon the total number 
the major disease of the veterans of 
the world war is tuberculosis and 
neuro-physchiatric cases. 

During September, 1919, the number 
of patients in hospitals were classified 
as follows: 2,232 tuberculogis; 2,100 
neuro-physchiatric, and 1,802 general 
patients.

Until 1920, postal revenues exceeded 
expenditures for several years, but now 
deficits are showing, due to business 
depression, increased wages and in- 
creased compensation to railroads for 
carrying mail. 

Ought to Pay Its Upkeep. 


‘The parcel post system is a com- 
mercial venture pure and simple,’’ Mr. 
Hays said, “There is every reason, 
therefore, why it should be made at 
least self-supporting. is does not 
hold true of some other services of the 
postoffice, which necessarily must be 
accomplished at a loss.” 

Mr. Hays explained why a deficit is 
expected: this year and gave an item- 
ized statement showing where and how 
the department plans to reducé operat- 
ing costs ’' nearly $15,000,000. 

“Vor the .scal year ending June 30, 
1920,” he said, “the deficit was $17,- 
000,000. 
June 30,1921, the deficit will be found 
to be approximately $84.000,000 when 
the reports are all available. 


Due to Increased Costs. 

“Of this, about $75,000,000 was due 
to increase in compensation ordered by 
congress to employés and $11,000,000 
was additional pay to railroads under 
interestate commerce decisions. 

“ Since April 1 there has been a seri- 
ous falling off of postoffice business 
and in consequence receipts, but econ- 
omies have been instituted which pre- 
vent, any deficit other than that for in- 
creased wages and railroad rates. . 

“In the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1921, and ending June 30, 1922, the 
treasury department has estimated the 
deficit at $70,000,000. This is based on. 
a probable light amount of business 
and a probable same expenditure, save 
only such savings as the postoffice de- 
partment has estimated it can make, 
which amounts to nearly $15.000,000.

Democratic senators may be expest- 
ed at an early date to begin prying 
under the veil of secrecy attending the 
negotiations, and it would not be sur- 
prising if some Republicans joined 
with them in asking questions about 
the progress of the treaty making. . 

Inquiries at the state department 
concerning relations with Germahy 
elicit no information beyond the bare 
admission that Ellis Loring Dresel, 
American commissioner Berlin, is 
engaged in deliberations with the au- 
thorities at Berlin. . 


Bitter Enders Happy. 


Most of the irreconcilables, although

LIMA, Peru.—Lima, known through- 

out the Spanish speaking world as the

Incas, has become so infested with 
Japanese that the Peruvian newspa- 


pers have repeatedly during the last 
three years called upon the govern- 
ment to protect the country from fur- 
ther spread of the “ Peligro Amarillo,” 
or yellow peril, as they call it. 

Some time ago the Japanese question 
was made a li subject throughout 
South America By the statements of 
the Lima newspapers that the Japa- 
nese were not only replacing the lower 
classes of natives by immigration, but 
were intermarrying with Peruvians of 


Tourists in South America usually 
make their first excursion include the 
market places, as these show the na- 
tives in their own element better than 
they can be seen anywhere else. But 
when one enters the big market place 
in Lima one is inclined_to forget that 
it is Peru and wonder ir it might not 
be some place in the orient; for almost 
nothing is séen of natives except the 
servant girls who are marketing. Near- 
ly every stall is kept by Japanese. 
Japanese women squat in the aisles, 
surrounded by their chickens and tur- 
keys; Japanese boys sell lard by the 
spoonful and wrap it in the wide leaves 
of the banana tree instead of in paper: 
and Japanese men sell the meat and 
vegetables. > 

In most South American countries 
are largely Turks 
and Syrians, who push a cart or carry 
a basket from house to house eelling 
kitchen utensils, novelties, and toilet 
articles. But on the west coast of 
South America this hawking trade is 


" g@lmost exclusively in the hands of the 


Peru and Chile today are covered with 
these tiny oriental shops. 
Rule “ Nitrate Ports.” 

This is especially true in southern 
Peru and northern Chile, that is, in the 
nitrate ports of the west coast. In 
these towns, the Japanese occupy en- 
tire sections and it is not unustal to 
walk several blocks before finding a 
single individual who does not bear 
evidence of oriental blood in his veins. 

Japanese immigration to the nitrate 
ports has been on the increase since 
Japan entered the world war, as Japan- 
ese steamers come out to the west coast

of the two Japanese steamship lines 
recently subsidiz@d by the Japanese 
govergment makes reguler calls at all 
these ports with immigrants of the la- 
boring class.

Small fishes, such as trout, bass, her- 
ring, mooneyes, and the pan fishes, 
should be oponed and cleaned, but 
not scaled, Then they should be put/ 
in a brine, made with one pound of 
salt to every gallon of water, and left 
over night. The next morning they 
should be taken from the brine, washed 
thoroughly in fresh water, hung up to 
drain well. and smoked from three to 
four hours. 

If the weather is damp and the fish 
not thoroughly dried in.ghe air before 
being smoked, they uld be dried 
in the smoke house by anowing ‘ a little 
flame at first. 


catfish should be sinned 
pickled in strong brine, and smoked ; 
seven or eight hours. Eels also’ 
should be skinn and require about 
five hours of smoking. Dogfish should 
be openedsand eviscerated, the back- 
bone removed and then packed in dry 
salt to form its own brine. They 
should stay in this brine twelve hours 
and should be soaked in fresh water 
an hour before being smoked. 

Carp are smoked in the same way, 
except that the fish is “ fleeced ” by 
removing the scales and the underlying 
skin with a very sharp knife, working 
from the tail towards the head, 

fhe whole trick in smoking fish lies 
in the manipulation of the draft. It 
requires a little practice, but once “ the 
hang of the thing” is acquired, smok 
ing is not much more bother than pack- 
ing in ice. Try smoking carp, dogfish, 
garpike, and other varieties supposed 
to be “not good to eat,” sometime 
The results will surprise you.

Owner of 25,000 Acres of

LONDON.—Mrs. Isabel Burrell Scul- 
ly, wife of Thomas Augustus Scully of 
Portchester terrace, eldest son of the 
late “Lord” William Scully, multi- 
miilionaire farm land owner of Illinois, 
Missouri, Kansas, and Nebraska, has 
been granted a decree of divorce. She 
charged that Scully had been cruel to 
her and friendly with another woman. 
Sensational testimony developed at the 


hearing, which required several days. 
Scully, who was credited during the 
trial with owning 25,000 acres of land 
in Illinois alone, denied the cruelty 
charges, and pleaded that if he had 
been friendly with another woman, as 
charged, his wife had condoned the in- 
discretion. The special jury, after 
being out ten minutes, found him 
guilty of both charges and cleared his 
wife of the charge of having been ad- 
dicted to the use of veronal. Sir Henry 
Duke presided at the hearing.

Seven years ago we should have said that it could 
not be déne. We could not see America taxing 
itself, building camps, converting peageable indus- 
tries into war industries, and devoting its great 
economic system to the making of war in Europe. 
That was pcs vision. We could not foresee 
our casualties, our disabled men and the jobless, 
destitute veterans walking our streets. What was 
foreseen was the small consequence—that certain 
nations would change their form of government. 
Czaristic Russia had a system of government 
called intolerable, but under it the people lived in 
some comfort and under it Russia lived with the 
rest of the world. / Now Russia does not live with 
the rest of the world and almost dies wighin itself. 
That does not prove that the czaristic government 
should have continued, any more than the difficul- 
ties of republican government in Germany prove 


lacks sufficient foresight. 

Now we think we have done with war. We have 
seen what the military empire of Germany could 
do and we see what it had the madness to try to 
do. We have seen how the best hopes of humanity 
were defeated when the endeavor was to make @ 
good peace follow a bad war. 

We also know that a great military empire, 
Japan, came out of the war hardly scratched as to 
men and materials and out of the peace conference 
with resources great!y enhanced by gifts from the 
peace makers. This military empire may have 
more need of expansion than Germany had. We 
think it has. It has military genius. It has a de- 
voted populace, trained in arms. It has ambitions 
which are unremitting and determination which is 
unrelenting. 

The United States frequently affronts this mill- 
tary nation and frequently stands in the way of its 
advancement. The United States is the frontier 
of the white people. It is disliked by most of the 
other white nations, probably by all of them. Prob- 
ably none of them would object to a war between 
the United States and Japan. They may assume 
that if the Japanese and the Americans fight it will 
be a war of exhaustion, which will prevent Japan 
from becoming a danger to other white people 
and which yu destroy the United States as the 
prosperous world power. 

That is a real danger in our situation. Our al- 
leged friends would benefit from our dangers and 
damages. They do not think we suffered enough 
in the war in which they suffered so much. They 
pay tribute to our dollar and do not like it. They 
think we are comfortable when they are unhappy, 
and they think they might gain some comfort from 
our discomfort. \ 

Japan can do more than we think she can do. 
She is willing to make a national effort which we 
should not want-to make. Optimism ‘had only 
one eye seven years ago and did not see conse- 
quences. Has it both eyes now? : 
The United States may provoke war inadver- 
tently with Japan. It will not do so consciously or 


vertently, but may make war deliberately. If 80,

The present is a great deal worse than was 
foreseen seven years ago. The future is frequently

seven years. It is well to keep a level head. It 
also will be a good thing to keep the powder dry.

TREATING “SWIMMER’S EAR” 


URING July) August, and Septem- 

ber physicians are called on to 

treat more ear troubles than dur-

The colds of the spri months 
“lo not cause infection any more fre- 
quently than does swimming in the sum- 
mer months.

If one is subject to ear trouble it is 
well to plug the ears with cotton saturat- 
ed with albolene or borated vaseline be- 
fore going in. If this does not keep 
water out of the ears it is well to wear 
& rubber cap and to have it come below 
the ears. 

The habit of taking water into the 
mouth is dangerous from the standpoint 
of ear trouble. When one takes water 
into the mouth while floating, swimming, 
or diving there is considerable chance 
that some of it will pass down the 
Bustachian tube into the middle ear. 

mechanics of the mouth, ear, and 
tube kamek that easy when the head is 
in certain positions. 

Dr. Rovinsky finds that much of the 
earache after swimming is due to water 
which has got into the ears frem the 
mouth. 

He relieves such cases by passing « 
Eustachian catheter and draining out 
the water. If the water is polluted 
{and water around bathing beaches is 
generally fairly polluted}, infection of 
the middle éar ts likely to occur. Such 
infection may spread to the mastoid. 

If a person has a good deal of wax in 
his ears he should be careful about get- 
ting water in his ears ‘while swimming.

For infections in this region he paints 
with a solution of nitrate of silver, and 
then he puts into the canal a piece of 
sterile gauze saturated with~ alcohol 
every two hours, If the pimples develop 
grease the cand! with borated vaseline 
or sine oxide ointment.

DR. SINGER AS A PROPHET. 

Chicago, Aug. 2-—Your editorial fof 
July 30, “ Why Not Chicago?” suggest- 
ing the métropolis of the’ west as “ the 
ideal place for the preliminary confer- 
ence on Pacific questions between the 
United States, Great Britain, and 
Japan,” brings, to mind the most re- 
markable prediction propounded to Sen- 
ator Medill McCormick by our own 
townsman, Dr. Berthold Singer, consul 
general for Nicaragua and consul for 
Spain, Costa Rica, and Salvador. At a 
time when his prognostication seemed 
incredible, at a time when President 
Harding had not yet announced his in- 
tention of calling a disarmament con- 
ference, as early as March 22, 1921, this 
remarkable authority on international 
affairs—he is professor of international 
law at the Chicago Law school, lecturer 
at the De Paul university, and author of 
several volumes on “ trade marks, pat- 
ents, and copyrights,” “ American Diplo- 
macy” fin preparation]—Mr. Siner de- 
clared that “there will soon be a re- 
vision of the Versailles treaty ‘at 
Washington.’” This, his prediction, Dr, 
Singer repeated to Senator McCormick 
on March 28, when the ambassador of 
Spain gave a banquet in honor of the 
senator, and at which occasion Dr. 
Singer was the toastmaster, asserting 
again that “at Washington there will 
soon be a revision of the peace treaty.” 
In view of later developments and in the 
light of President Harding’s recent in- 
vitation of the governments to a “ dis- 
armament conference at Washington,” 
Dr. Singer’s prophecy seems most as- 
tounding and marvelous. For after all 
this disarmament cénference is a re- 
vision of the abortive “ peace treaty ” [7] 
and as the meeting will be at Washing- 
ton—if not in Chicago, as the editor of 
THE TRIBUNE suggests—it puts our own 
Dr. Singer in the forefront of the ablest 
of American statesmen. -

The Duke of York, whose escapades if times past with Mrs. Clarke and 
the army had brought him into trouble, now divided his life between London 
and a large, extravagantly ordered afid extremely uncomfortable country 
house where he cecupied himeelf with racing, whist, and improper stories. He 
was remarkable amoiig the princes for one feason: he was the only one of 
them—¢o we are informed by a highly competent observer—who had the feel- 
ings of @ gentleman. He had been long married to the Princess Royal of 
Prussia, @ lady whe rarely went to bed and was perpetually surrounded by 
vast numbers of dogs, parrots, and monkeys. They had no children. 

The Duke of Clarence had lived for many years in complete obscurity with 
Mrs. Jordan, the actress, in Bushey Park. By her he had a large family of 
eons and daughters, and had appeared, in effect, to be married to her, when 
he suddenly separated from her. Shortly afterwards Mrs. Jordan died in dis- 


The Duke of Cumberland was probably the most unpopular-man in Eng- 
land. Hidsously ugly, with a distorted eye, he was bad-tempered and vindic- 
tive in private, a violent reactionary in politics, and was subsequently sus- 
pected of murdering his valet and of having carried on an amorous intrigue 
of af extremely écandalous kind. He had lately married a German princess, 
but there were as yet no children. a gad 

The Duke of Sussex had mildly literary tastes and collected books. He 
had married Lady Augusta Murray, by whom he had two children, but the 
marriage, under the Royal Marriage Act, was declared void. On Lady Au- 
gusta’s death, he marfied Lady Cecilia Buggin; she changed her name to Un- 
derwood; but this marriage also was void. 

Of the Duke of Cambridge, the youngest of the brothers, not much was 
known. He lived in Hanover, wore a blonde wig, chattered and fidgeted a 
great deal, and was unmarftied. 

Besides his seven sons, George III. had five gurviving daughters. Of these, 
two—the Queen of Wurtemberg and the Duchess of Gloucester—were mar- 
ried and childless. The three unmarried princesses—Augusta, Elizabeth, and 
Sophia—were all over forty. " 

The fourth son of George III. was Edward, Duke of Kent. He was now 
fiftty—a tall, stout, vigorous man, highly colored, with bushy eyebrows, a bald 
top to his head, and what hait #@ had dyea a glossy black. He had spent his 
early life in the army—at Gibraltar, in Cariada, in the West Indies—and, under 
the influence of ifiilitafy training, had become at first a disciplinarian and at 
last-a martinet. In 1802, having been sent to Gibraltar to restore order in a 
mutinous -garfison, hé was recalled for undue severity, and his active career 
had come to an 4nd. He was hopelessly in debt. He had quarteled with most 
of his brothers, particularly with the Prince Regent. .

Laments His Duty to Marry. 
HOULD the Duke of Clarence not marry,” he said, “the next prince 
in succession is myself, and although I trust I shall be at all times 


ready to obey any ‘call my country may make upon me, God only 
knows the sacrifice it will be to make, whenever I shall think it my duty to 


become a married man. 


“It is now seven-and-twenty years that Mme. St. Laurent and I have lived 
together; wé are of the sameé.age, and have béen in all climates and in all 
difficulties together, and you may well imagine, Mr. Creevey, the pang it will 
occasion me to part with her. I put it to your own feelings—in the event 
atiy separation between you and Mrs. Creevey. As for Mme. St. Laurent her- 
self, I protest I don’t know what is to become of her if a marriage is to be 
forced upon me; her feelings are already so agitated upon the subject. 

“My brother, the Duke of Clarence, is the elder brother, and has cer- 
tainly the right to marry if he chooses, and I would not interfere with him on 
any account. If he wishes to be king—to be married and have children, poor 
than—God help him. Let him do éo. 

“For myself—I am a man of fo ambition, and wish only to remain as I 
am. WBaster, you know, falis early this year—the twenty-second of March. 
If the Duke of Clarence does not take any step before that time, I must find 
some pretext to reconcile Yme. St. Laurent to my going to England for a 
ghort time. When once there, it will be easy for me to consult with my 
friends as to the proper to be taken.” 

Two nameé, the Duke said, had been mentioned in this connection—those 
of the Princess of Baden and the Princess of Saxe-Coburg. The latter, he 
thought, Would perhaps be the better of the two; but before any other steps 
were taken, he hoped and expected to see justice done to Mme, St. Laurent. 

As to his own settlement, the Duke observed that he would expect the 
Duke of York’s marriage to be considered the precedent. “That,” he said, 
“was a marriage for the succession, and £25,000 for income was settled, in 
addition to all his other income, purely on that account.” 

As it turned out, both the brothers decided to marry. The Duke of Kent, 
selecting the Princess of Saxe-Coburg, was united to her on May 29, 1818. She 
was the. widow of the Prince of Leiningen, and had two children. On Juhe 
ii, the Duke of Clarence followed suit with a daughter of the Duke of Saxe- 
Meiningen. But they were disappointed in their financial expectations, for 
though the government brought forward proposals to increase their allow- 


arices, the motions were defeated in the House of Commons. 


At this the Duke of Wellington was not surprised. “ By God!” he said, 
“there is @ great deal to be said about that. They are the damnedest mill- 
stones about the necks of any government that can bé imagined. They have 


inauited—personally insulted—two-thirds of the gentlemen of Bngland.” 


Bventually, however, Parliament increased the Duke of Kent's annuity by 


£6,000. The subsequent history of Mme. St. Laurent has not transpited. ‘ 


The new Ducliess of Kent, Victoria Mary Louisa, was a daughter of 
Francis, Duke of Baxe-Coburg-Saalfeld, and a sister of Prince Leopold—iatet 
the Belgian king. The family was an ancient one, being a branch of the 


great House of Wettin, which since the eleventh century had ruled over the 


March of Meiesen on the Elbe. 

‘The duohy of Saxe-Coburg was exceedingly small, containing about 60,000 
inhabitants, but it enjoyed independent and sovereign rights. During the 
disturbed years which followed the French Revolution, its affairs became ter- 
ribly involved. The Napoleonic harrow passed over Saxe-Coburg. The duchy 


was seized by the French, and the ducal family were reduced to beggary, al- 
most starvation. 


Prince Leopold, thrown upon his own resources at fifteen, made a career 
himself and married the heiress of England. The Princess of Leiningen,

The child who, in these not impressive circumstances, appeared in the 
world, received but scant attention. There was small reason to foresee her 
destiny. The Duchess of Clarence, two months before, had given birth to a 
daughter; this infant, indeed, had diéd almost immediately; but it se@émed 
highly probable that the Duchess would again become a mother; and so it 
actually fell out. 

Nevertheless, the Duke had other views: there were prophecies. At any 
rate, he would christen the child Elizabeth, a name of happy augury. In this, 
however, he recKoned without the Regent, who, seeing a chance of annoying 
his brother, suddenly announced that he himself would be present, and sig- 
nified at the same time that one of the godfathers was to be the Emperor 
Alexander of Russia. . 

And so when the ceremony took place, and the Archbishop of Canterbury 
asked by what name he was to baptize the child, the Regent replied “ Alex- 
andrina.” At this the Duke ventured to suggest that another name might be 
added. “Certainly,” said the Regent; “Georgina?” “Or Elizabeth?” said 
the Duke. 

There was a pause, during which the archbishop, with the baby in his 
lawn sleeves, looked with some uneasiness from one prince to the other. 
“Very well, then,” said the Regent at last, “call her after her mother. But 
Alexandrina must come,first.” Thus, to the disgust of her father, the chilg 
was christened Alexandrina Victoria. 

Before long, the world began to be slightly interested in the nursery at 
Kensington. When, early in 1821, the Duchess of Clarence’s second child, 
the Princess Efizabeth, died within three months of its birth, the interest in- 
creased. The fair haired, blue eyed child was idolized by her durses and 
her mother's ladies and her sister (half-sister) Feodora; and for a few years 
there was danger, in spite of her mother’s strictfiess, of her being spoiled. 
The Puke of Kent had died, Jan. 22, 1880. FPom time to time, she would fly 
into a violent passion, stamp her little foot, and set every one at defiance; 
whatever they might say, she would not learn her lettera—no, she would not; 
afterwards she was very sorry, and burst into tears; but her letters remained 
unlearned. 

When she was five years old, however, a change came, with the appear- 
ance of Fraulein Lehzen.

The new 
Queen, it was now clear, would in all probability never again be a mother; the 
Princess Victoria, therefore, was recognized by Parliament as heir-presump- 
tive. A 

Morning and evening, day and night, there was no relaxation of the ma- 
ternal vigilance.

“Construction activity in July, ac- 
cording to figures published by the F. 
W. Dodge A wesecggere was 7 per cent less 
than in.

PITY THE BRICK 
MAKERS; “TOO 
MANY COMPETE” 


The monthly statement of the Com. 
mon Brick Manufacturers’ association 
says: 

_ “Overcompetition prevails quite gen 
erally in the brick industry today. The 
composite price, revealed by the re- 
ports of nearly 100 manufacturers, rep- 
resenting every important brick pro- 
ducing center in the country, is $14.49. 
This represents the price per 1,000 on 
board cars or trucks at the plant as of 
July 1. The composite price as of June 
1 was $15.14. There is nothing in the 
reports from m ufacturers to indicate 
a lower cost o manufacture, and the 
lower composite price is produced, by 
the overcompetition in some centers. 
“As has frequently been explained 
in this digest, the composite or average 
price does not mean anything except 
to indicate the trend of prices. It 
would be more illuminating to say that 
common brick is selling for from $9 a 
thousand to $25 a thousand. The lower 
price is found jn the southeastern 
states and in Texas, and in both sec- 


tions it is quoted without regard for the 
cost of manufacture and is unquestion- 
ably several dollars below actual cost. 
This low price is not general even in 
those sections, but is the extreme re. 
sult of thoughtless and unbusinesslike 
competition. The appearance of the 
$9 brick, however, cuts down the com- 
posite price of all reports, proving the 
statement that a composite price 
means nothing.”

Before Producer. 
. A sudden resumption of buying by the 
Public after a period of stagnation usu- 
ally makes its Benefits felt by the manu- 
facturer of the finished product some 
time before they can be transferred to 
the producer of raw materials.

IRONING BOARD COVERS. 
MONG the many pieces of work 
that’ fall to the housewife is 
keeping her ironing board cov- 
ers clean and well put on. Most 
women, I imagine, use the long board 
that comes attached to a stand that 
cafSbe folded against the board when 
not in’ use. And many women use 
pieces of old sheets, more or less clum- 
sily tacked or pinned on. 

And doubtless many times these cov- 
ers are allowed to remain until they 
are rather disreputable, because it is 
such a nuisance to take — out, aad. 
put fresh muslin on. 


Ironing board covers that can be 
slipped on and off quite easily a-:e 
on sale in stores, but if a woman likes 
to do these various things she will 
not mind including the making of 
several covers in her list. 

Heavy unbleached muslin is the 
thing to buy, and if it is going to be 
of service after it is laundered, it will 
be best to shrink it well before mak- 
‘ing up. 

Set the ironing board up and lay 
the length of muslin on it straight th» 
entire length, allowing it to come 
enough over the edge at the. widest 
part to cover the depth or thickness— 
about one inch. Then, cut it like the 
diagram. You will see that it is cut 
to fit around the widest point to a 
depth of six inches. From that poin:

ALPHABETICAL TABLE OF

ERFUME stains are obstinate. 

If the color will stand it, or on 

white goods, the stains will 

yield to hot alcohol or with a 
mixture of warm acetic acid and 
alcohol. Sometimes a continued dab- 
bing with peroxide of special strength, 
which must be asked for particularly 
at the drug store, will remove the 
stains. For white cotton or wool, 
when the perfume has been rather 
generously daubed all over the front 
of a garment, fill an ordinary atomizer 
with two-thirds peroxide and one-third 


| distilled water, and spray the garment 


as it hangs on a hanger. It may be 
necessary to do it again’ when it has 
dried. If this mixture hurts colored 
reods use ether. do this, make a 
little ring around the spot about one- 


‘leighth inch from it. This prevents the 


spot from spreading as the ether 
touches it. Permanganate of potas- 
sium will bleach out perfume stains in 
white wool, 

Persptiration. 

As every one knows, this is one of 
the hardest and commonest of stains. 
If the stains are not bad, wash in a 
soap solution and place in the sun 
without rinsing or wringing. Some- 
times eau de Javelle removes light 
stains, but don’t use it on heavy ones, 
as the material is already weakened. 
In wool or cotton remove with so- 
dium hyposulphite or perborate of soda 
solution, and wash well. In silk make 
a strong salt solution and soak three 
or four hours. Worsted or cheviot 
garments: Clean first with benzine; 
then sponge with soap and water. Sac- 
charic acid may be used on wool when 
the spot has been cleaned as thor-

It was only because of conflicting dates that Caruso never sang at 
Ravinia. No later than last summer Mr. Eckstein entered into correspondence

north shore if he would consent to make one or two guest appearances. Caruso 
was tempted; he admitted as much, but the details of an approaching concert 
tour made it impossible, and a courteous letter of declination expressed his 
regret at not being able to come.

Mr. Eckstein was much moved by the death of the eminent tenor. He says 

“In the passing of Enrico Caruso the worldipas lost not alone a great artist 
but.a great man. For Caruso was great in spirit no less than in achievement— 
great in his possession of all those qualities that are endearing in life and 
enduring in memory. 

“ Springing from the soil as he did—whence all great genius springs—there 
is some alleviation of the world’s regret in his passing that the end should have 
come to him on the soil of his dearly loved Italy. By his friends it is all but 
impossible to realize that the sunny smile and the warm handclasp will not be 
seen and felt again, and by the millions throughout Europe and the two Amer- 
icas that his voice of gold.is #tilled forever.”

it is now estimated that 90,000 persons 
will have visited the park before snow 
barriers. block the road. With this in 
mind, hotels, camp companies, and 
park officials have made elaborate pro- 
visions for handling any numbers that 
may come. 

During the twenty days of June, 
when the park entrances were first 
opened, auto travel doubled over 1920, 
but the July figures show an increase 
that will set a pace in years to come. 
The 19th, 20th, and 2ist sent all pre- 
vious records in the discard. The total 
number to visit the pafk up to the) 
latter date was 31,310 persons and 6,190 
automobiles, as against 27,268 persons 
and 4,878 cars up to the same days a 
year ago. And this in the face of pes- 
simistic predictions of an “off year,” 
based on economic reports from the 
outside. 

Careful check at the four entrance 
gates shows that thousands are this 
year traveling from five to ten thou- 
sand miles. California, for instance, 
has sent more automobiles into the 
park than any other state, with the 
exception of Montana, which borders 
so closely as to be considered within 
commuting distance of the north and 
west gates. The check shows also that 
scores are routing through Portland 
and Seattle and the entire northwest, 
and are visting most of the western 
states adjacent to Yellowstone. 

An unusual number are showing an 
interest in thé Jackson Hole country. 
to the south—the north part of which 
soon may be annexed to Yellowstone 
National park—in order to view the in- 
comparable Tetons. 

“In the thirty-eight years, I have 
visited Yellowstone, I have never seen 
the highways in such excellent condi- 
tion,” is the statement to Park Sunper- 
intendent Horace M. Albright from 
Senator A. W. Miles, Montana, who 
for nearly half a century has been ac- 
tive in park development work.

Last year it was estimated that 
onion growers in this district planted 
between 3,200 and 3,900 acres of onion 
seed for the growing of sets, produc- 


ing, according to rough estimates, from' 


1,344,000 to 1,638,000 bushelg of onion 
sets. This year it is estimated by good 
authorities that Cook county growers 
have grown approximately 2,600 acres 
of onion sets, using about 180,000 
pounds of onion seed. That is an im- 
portant phase of truck gardening in 
this country when it is considered that 
onions hold third place among the 
truck crops grown. 

The great wealth and wide diversi- 
fication of the county’s wealth is hard- 
ly believable.

deserted and rundown church 
buildings are being reclaimed and 
opened up for regular worship. ‘The 
direct cause is the growing number 
of community centers in the suburban 
districts. Where a few years ago 
young ministers showed a decided pref- 
erence toward a city charge, exactly 
the reverse opinion is now held. The 
ministers from the smaller city 
churches are seeking the growing co .n- 
try religious centers. 

Ih a conference of country ahierch 
ministers from three states held re- 
cently at Spokane some new light was, 


¢ thrown into publis gaze concerning 


the community life of the agricultural 
and fruit growing centers of the north- 
west. Tha country church pays more 
per capita, has a larger average roll of 
membership, and more: generally puts 
the teachings into actual practice. 
Some ministers fresh from a theologi- 
cal school have* taken countryside 
charges, and in two years are getting 
salaries equal to some of the larger 
churches of the big towns and cities. 
Besides the ministers of these country 
churches are the men of the hour. 
They marry more couples, preside at all 
the social functions, have good homes 
to live in, and are the recognized legal 
adviser for scores of community organ- 
izations. 

Entirely reversing their habits of a 
decade ago, country people of today 
more generally observe Sunday as a 
day of rest, recreation, and instruction. 
With automobiles in every farm yard 
t is a matter of only a few minutes’ 
delightful ride to the little brown 
chufch in the vale. - After the midday 
services long strings of autos are en 
route to the scenic places of the neigh- 
borho@a. The world war caused the 
farmer’s women folks to organize many 
societies for the mutual aid of the 
cause, and these today look for an out- 
let for their energies, and the little 
country church with its organizations 
solves the problem.
